senator Jones, of Nevada, who 
has kept the committee deadlocked on 
tions in the district. 
Mr. Hull (rep., Iowa), chairm an of the 
com m ittee on m ilitary affairs, reported 
the arm y appropriation bill, and it was 
placed on the calendar. 
At 12:30 the clerk of the senate an­ 
nounced the passage of the senate free- 
coinage substitute for the house bond 
bill, and it was referred under the rule 
to the ways and means committee. A 
m otion to concur was not entertained 
under the rules. 
The house then went into com mittee 
of the whole (Mr. Payne in the chair), 
an d resumed consideration of the Dis­ 
tric t of Columbia appropriation bill. 
Mr. H ainer (rep.. Neb.) provoked a long 
discussion by offering an am endm ent to 
take from private sectarian orphanage 
and infant asylum s $34,000 proposed to 
be distributed am ong them 
for 
the 
m aintenance of destitute children and 
place th at money under the control of a 
public board of guardians created sev­ 
eral years ago. 
A fter the debate had run on for over 
two hours Mr. Robertson (dem., La.) 
openly charged th at the w ar on these 
appropriations for charitable institu­ 
tions had been precipitated by the A. 
P . A. 
Messrs. Moore (Rep., Mass.) and Bow­ 
ers (Rep., Cal.) favored the am endm ent, 
while Messrs. W heeler (Dem., 
Ala.), 
B artlett (Dem., N. Y.) and W ashington 
(Dem. Tenn.) opposed it. 
The appro­ 
priations for the first of the institutions 
com plained of was adopted—120 to 33. 
W hen 
the 
next appropriation 
was 
reached (for the German orphan asy­ 
lum ) tho sectarian character of the in­ 
stitution was challenged and Mr. W illis 
(Rep., Del.) made a stirring appeal to 
the house. W ith all the lingering preju­ 
dice against state aid to sectarian in­ 
stitutions he urged the house to defer 
the work of uprooting these charities 
until something better was put in their 
place. 
Mr. Milner (Rep., Mich.) opposed the 
appropriations on the ground th at they 
constituted an appropriation of public 
money for private purposes. The appro­ 
priation for the German orphan home 
w as stricken out. 
The next appropriation (for the n a­ 
tional association for the relief of desti­ 
tu te 
colored 
women 
and 
children) 
brought several protests from members 
who had supported the previous am end­ 
m ents. 
Mr. 
Pitney 
(Rep., N. J.) ex­ 
plained th at this institution had been 
chartered by an act of congress signed 
by President Lincoln, and was entirely 
dependent upon the governm ent 
for 
«upport. 
If th at support were 
w ith­ 
draw n. said he. it m ust close. 
Mr. Crain (Dem., Tex.) in opposing 
Mr. H ainer’s series of am endm ents 
called attention to the strange spectacle 
presented by southern representatives 
advocating an appropriation of $9,900 
for destitute colored women, while gen­ 
tlem en from the north were opposing 
th a t appropriation and some of them 
seem ed only ready to yield when the 
paucity of private charity was pleaded. 
W ithout reaching a vote the commit­ 
tee rose and the house at 4:55 p. rn. ad­ 
journed.

For Riven and Harbors. 
W ashington, Feb. 4.—The rivers and 
harbors committee of the house is dili­ 
gently engaged in the preparation of its 
annual appropriation bill. The commit­ 
tee will not provide for any new work 
involving any large appropriations ex­ 
cept in a few instances where improve­ 
m ents are absolutely necessary. 
The 
w ar departm ent has sent to the com­ 
m ittee an estim ate of improvements 
am ounting to about $10,000,000, and the 
bill will be as near th a t m ark as pos­ 
sible. It is probable th at a survey of a 
route for connecting the w aters of the 
Mississippi with the lakes will be pro­ 
vided in the bill. The proposition is a 
survey of the Des Plaines and Illinois 
rivers, with the Hennepin and drainage 
canals as connecting links to give access 
from the lakes to the Mississippi. 


Walker Tulles of Coe ut Defense. 
W ashington, Feb. 4.—Admiral W alk­ 
er appeared before the committee on 
coast defenses Monday and made an ex­ 
haustive statem ent on the subject of 
coast defenses from a naval point of 
view. 
The adm iral stated that while 
of course he advocates the construc­ 
tion of a thoroughly 
effective naval 
force, he fully recognizes the absolute 
necessity of land defenses. He also ad­ 
vocates the building of battleships 
rather than harbor defense vessels as 
being better adapted for general pur­ 
poses of attack and defense. He stated 
th at under present conditions it would 
be impossible for the navy to defend 
our seaports, and that it would be far 
more economical to protect them with 
land defenses than to create a sufficient 
navy for th at purpose.

Want Filled Cheese Suppressed. 
W ashington, Feb. 4.—A hearing was 
given Monday by a subcomm ittee of 
the House to a num ber of persons on 
the subject of proposed legislation to 
restrict the m anufacture and sale of 
filled 
cheese. 
The delegation repre­ 
senting the dairy interests of the coun­ 
try asked for the passage of a bill im ­ 
posing a tax 
and m aking 
stringent 
regulations compelling dealers to sell 
“filled cheese” under 
its tru e name. 
J The export trade in cheese, they said, 
had been alm ost 
ruined, and great 
harm had resulted to the trade in the 
Southern states from the sale of the 
spurious article.

W ashington,

4.—President 
Cleveland Monday sent to congress a re­ 
quest for an appropriation for some of 
th e Italian victim s of the W alsenburg 
riots in Colorado. 
The correspondence 
w hich accompanied the request con­ 
sists of 
letters exchanged 
between 
Baron Fava.the departm ent of state and 
Gov. M cIntyre 
of 
Colorado. 
Baron 
F ava on March 13,1895, the day follow­ 
ing the lynching, called It to the atten­ 
tion of the state departm ent on 
the 
basis of newspaper accounts. 
Imm e­ 
diately action was taken 
by Acting- 
Sc-cretarv Chi to ascertain the facts in 
th e m atter, and this was so satisfactory 
to Baron Fava that he repeatedly ex­ 
pressed his belief th at the federal gov­ 
ernm ent would not hesitate to do all 
th a t could be done to bring the guilty 
p arties to justice. 
Letters and tele­ 
gram s from Gov. M cIntyre to Secretary 
G resham and Mr. Uhl showed th at he 
was in entire sym pathy with the en­ 
deavors of the federal governm ent to 
give satisfaction to Italy in the m atter.

Lawrence, Mass., Feb. 4.—A frightful 
explosion from causes unknown tore up 
a portion of Broadway on the south 
side, causing loss of life and great dam ­ 
age to property.

John Lee of Melrose and Alex. Gordon 
of Buffalo, N. Y., the engineer and fire­ 
man in the engine house, in which were 
two large iron com pressed-air tanks for 
furnishing power to drills used in the 
construction of a sewer.

not surprised. 
W. H. H. Miller, ex-attorney general, 
said there was no doubt as to the m ean­ 
ing of Mr. H arrison. The letter m eant 
just what it said, and it expressed what 
Mr. H arrison felt. 


Cuban Leader Once More Demonstrates 
His Superb Generalship—Inhabit­ 
ants Leaving Havana and Business 
at a Standstill In the Island Capi­ 
tal. 


Havana, Feb. 4.—Maximo Gomez, ac­ 
companied by 4,000 mounted men, suc­ 
ceeded late Thursday in recrossing the 
trocha or m ilitary line established by 
the Spaniards between H avana and 
Batabano. 
At the same tim e he de­ 
stroyed a small culvert, tore up the rail­ 
road tracks, cut the telegraph wires 
and crippled the section of railroad be­ 
tween Rincon and Quivican. 
A t the 
very tim e Gomez played this trick on 
the Spanish guard along the trocha 
Gen. Marin, the acting governor-general 
of Cuba, who had left H avana the same 
day at the head of the best-equipped 
force put in the field during the present 
rebellion, was slum bering quietly, sur­ 
rounded by his troops, at San Antonio 
de Los Banos, about ten miles east of 
Guanajay. 
W hile Gomez was coming 
east and approaching the trocha Gen. 
Marin and his corps were going west 
on a train from Rincon tow ards Guana­ 
jay. Gomez’ route of m arch was paral­ 
lel with the railroad used by M arin and 
not more than from six to ten miles dis­ 
tan t at any time. 
Yet the forces did 
not meet. 
An exceedingly large num ber of peo­ 
ple have been leaving Cuba in the past 
fortnight and it seems as if the exodus 
has only just begun. 
Every steam er 
eaving H avana carries hundreds of 
amilies, not only to the United States 
jut to Mexico, South America and W est 
Indian ports. Steam ship agents talk of 
putting on extra steam ers to carry the 
passengers. Business is practically a t a 
standstill. 
M erchants who have store­ 
houses filled are unable to sell their 
goods, particularly provisions, owing to 
the interruption of traffic on the rail­ 
road lines running from the coast ports 
to the interior of the island. 
Some sugar plantations in the ex­ 
trem e eastern province of the island are 
grinding. 
All are doing so, however, 
under strong m ilitary guard and, being 
compelled to feed the troops, the profits 
are very sm all. One or two plantations, 
it is said, obtained perm ission from 
Gomez to start th eir m achinery.

Iowa Prohibitionists to Make rn Fight 
for This End. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Feb. 4.—The meet­ 
ing of the leading Prohibitionists of the 
state, including the executive commit­ 
tee of the State Prohibitory Amendment 
League, with Republican members of 
the legislature Monday 
night 
ended 
without positive action of any sort, and 
with a degree of bad feeling which ar­ 
gues ill for the prohibition cause. Lead­ 
ing representatives of the Prohibition 
elem ent of the state met in the after­ 
noon in the rooms of the H orticultural 
Society in the basement of the capitol, 
and discussed plans for securing from 
the legislature such action as would bo 
most favorable to their cause. The tim e 
was devoted to a discussion of the situa­ 
tion, with the conclusion, in which the 
m eeting concurred unanimously, th at 
the policy to be pursued now by Pro­ 
hibitionists is to demand resubmission 
and to make the fight on this issue 
alone. It was decided to have a mass

He says th a t Secretary Olney en­ 
tered into com m unication with Russia 
and G reat B ritain, asking them if they 
would oppose action 
of

United 
States against Turkey. G reat B ritain’s 
reply, he says, was favorable; but R us­ 
sia inform ed Mr. Olney th a t she pre­ 
ferred there should be no naval dem­ 
onstration a t th a t tim e, as Russia was 
negotiating to bring about a restora­ 
tion of order in Turkey, which country 
Mr. L. E. De Kotzebue, Russian m in­ 
ister to the United States, is said to 
have inform ed Mr. Olney would pay 
any indem nity required. 
Therefore, still according to the cor­ 
respondent of the St. Jam es Gazette, 
the projected dem onstration of United 
States w ar vessels in T urkish w aters 
was abandoned. 


To Pat Navy on a War Footing. 
New York, Feb. 4.—The W orld says 
th at naval officers on duty in this city 
and Brooklyn declare it is the intention 
of the government to place the navy on 
as complete a w ar footing as it is possi­ 
ble in tim e of peace, and dem onstrate 
w hat the United States can do in the 
way of commissioning a coast defense 
fleet to guard the shores, both on the 
Pacific and the Atlantic.

trial were connected. Joseph Thom as, 
the state’s witness who was accused by 
Mr. Lamb, for the defense, of killing a 
girl in Fountain county, told the story; 
of th at tragedy on redirect exam ina­ 
tion. Miles Ratcliff, age 75 years, told 
the attorney for the defense th at h e 
had practiced law for forty years and 
had been a justice of the peace for six­ 
teen years. H e examined the body of 
Clara Shanks and described a wound 
back iff the left ear. 
Dr. Morris 
of 
Rockville, one of the physicians who 
made the autopsy of Clara 
Shanks* 
body ten days after she had been buried 
as a suicide, described to the jury th e 
operation, using 
a hum an skull fo r 
illustration. 
They found 
bruises on! 
the neck, scars on the face, and u n d er 
the two-inch wound back of the le ft 
ear a clot of blood on the brain. W hen 
they took away the scalp at this p o in t 
part of the skull fell out. They foun<F 
two of th e bones of the neck separated^ 
The a ir passages were empty, as w ere 
the lungs and heart, and there were n o 
direct evidences of drowning. 


Separata Schools for Manitoba. 
Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 4.—The dominion

arate schools to the Roman Catholics of 
M anitoba.

Burial Cases Are Now Made of 
Work anti Aluminium. 
From the New York Sun: 
Coffins 
are now made of aluminium. Like the 
modern square burial casket, the al­ 
uminium coffin is made of uniform 
width, with square ends and vertical 
sides and ends. It is finished with a 
heavy molding around the bottom and 
at the upper edge, and with pilasters 
at the corners, and 
has 
a rounded, 
molded top. It is provided with exten­ 
sion bar handles. The aluminium cas­ 
ket is not covered, but finished with the 
metal surface burnished. 
It is lined 
in the usual manner. 
The weight of a 
six-foot aluminium coffin is IOO pounds. 
A six-foot oak casket weighs about iou 
pounds, and a cloth casket of the same 
size, with a metal lining, about 1T5 
pounds. Other metallic caskets weigh 
from 450 to 500 pounds. The cost of 
aluminium coffins is from $750 to $1,000. 
A coffin of new design for children is 
called a wicker casket. 
It is in re­ 
ality a copper casket, with a covering 
of wickerwork. 
This covering is of 
rattan, closely woven, except for op°n 
spaces around near 4he top. 
Painted 
white and varnished, it has in some de­ 
gree the 
appearance of 
porcelain. 
Around the base there is a wide roll of 
molding of wickerwork. The ends are 
octagonal, and at the angles there are 
little posts which rise above the upper 
edge, where they support some simple 
ornamental wickerwork that runs also 
for a little distance along each side. 
The open spaces near the top are for 
a ribbon, if it should he desired lo place 
one there. The copper casket, which 
is lined with silk and lace. has a glass 
top, with an oval wickerwork cover. 
For interment, the wicker casket is 
placed in the usual manner in a hard­ 
ihood case. This casket is intended for 
children 12 or 14 years of age. Such 
caskets are sold at from $125 to $t00. 
according to size and finish. A burial 
casket of recent design is made to open 
at the side, as well as at the top: one 
side drops on hinges. It is especially 
intended for 
young 
women. 
When 
such a casket is used the body is dis­ 
posed upon the side as though lying 
upon a couch. These caskets are cov­ 
ered with cloth or plush and lined with 
silk or satin; they cost from $175 up-
